fairs of Europe in Sufpentfe, 


Upon my going into a Coffee-houfe Yefterday, 
and lending an Ear to the next Table, which was 
encompafled with a Circle of Inferior Politicians 
one of them, after having read over the News ve. 
ry attentively, broke out into the following Re- 
marks: | am afraid, fays he, this unhappy Rupture 
between the Footmen at Verecht will retard the Peace 
of Chriftendom. I with the Pope may not be atthe 
Bottom of it.

Why truly, fays a Wifeacre that fate by him, 
were [ asthe King of France, | would {corn to 
take part with the Footmen of either fide: Here’s 
all the Bufine{s of Exrope ftands ftill, becaufe Mon- 
fiear Adefnager’s Man has had his Head broke. If 
Count Red#ram had yiven them a Pot of Ale after 
it, all would bave been well, without any of this 
Buftle; but they fay he’s a warm Man, and doeg 
not care to be made Mouths at. . 
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Upon this, one, that had held his Tongue hither- 
to, begun to exert himfelf; declaring, That he was 
very well pleated, the Plenipotentiaries of our 
Chriftian Princes took this matter into their ferious 
Confideration ; for that Lacqueys were never fo 
faucy and pragmatical, as they are now-a-days, and 
that he fhould be zlad to fee them taken down in 
the Treaty of Peace, if it might be done without 
prejudice to Publick Affairs. 


One, who fate at the other End of the Table,

He is obliged, in Ho- 
nour. to defend his People againft Holtilities; and if 
the Datch will be fo infolent to a Crowned Head, 
as, in any wife, to cuff or kick thofe who are under 
His YroteGion, I think he is in the right to call 
them to an Account for it. 


This Diftin@ion fet the Controverfie uponanew 
Foot, and feemed to be very well approved by moft 
that heard it, till a litle warm Fellow, who de- 
clared himfelf a Friend tothe Houte of Aujiria, fell 
moft unmercifully upon his Gallic Majetty, as En- 
couraging his Subjeéts to make Mouths at their 
Betters, and afterwards fcreening them from the 
Punifiment that was due to their Infolence. To 
which he added, that the French Nation was fo 
addiéted to Grimace, that if there was not a ftop 
put to it at the General Congrefs, there would be 
no walking thesStreets for themin atime of Peace, 
efpecially if they continued Matters of the Weft 
Iadies, Thelittle Man proceeded witha great deal 
of Warmth, declaring, that if the Allies were of 
his Mind, he would oblige the Freuch King to burn 
his Gallies, and tolerate the Proteftant Religion in 
his Dominions, before he would Sheath his Sword.
